ford street bridge by the Boston and

about a good deal.

dl i'alma was one of the first to offer 
his services to the Italian government. 
H« was given a commission-in the Ital- 
ian army and received an assignment 
as lieutenant in Hie aviation corps. He 
served for a time with the aviation 
corps and was then transferred to tho 
engineering division of the army. 
He 


saw considerable righting and up until 
a short time ago was active in tlie 
warfare in the Alps. 
It was during 


his service In the mountainous reKlons 
that he contracted a severe cold which 
developed Into pneutnunia. 


Shortly bfore the opening 
of 
the 


Italian parliament Lieutenant tli Pal- 
ma was given a three days' leave of 
absence. 
During the first session of 


parliament he was taken violently ill 
and was at once removed to his home.

ernment for over 15 years. He was 
an authority on naval affairs and his 
Speeches ill the chamber on naval .pol- 
icies were always looked forward to 
with great interest by the Italian peo- 
ple. 


He was proprietor and editor of the 


naval magazine, 
"Rivista 
Nantica," 


and on the 25th anniversary of 
the 


publication observed recently, he was 
presented a gold medal by the Italian 
government. • 


He was very highly thought of by 


his people and during his illness, his 
home. w»s surrounded 
with

awaiting news of his condition.

Licul. d[ Palma met his wife, for- 


merly Miss Agues Williams of this 
city, while the latter was on a visit 
to Italy.

was then archbishop of 
the

most notable ever held in Lowell. 


Lieut, dl Palma was only 45 years of 


Me wns compara- 
tively a young man to wield the in- 
llueiicc he possessed in Italy's affairs 
and he was slated to go much higher 
in the government. 


Lieut, di Palma had visited Lowell 


several times since his marriage and 
he has a host of friends here who will 
he grieved to learn of his death. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Williams would
